Only the 
realization that the future of the 
entire community is threatened 
has recently brought 
outcries. 


Under prodding by the local Area 
Resources Improvement Council 
and State Senator Charles Zollar, 
help has been obtained to try to 
rewrite Berrien's inenviable rec- 
ord for being an easy county in 
which ADC fathers can avoid 
support payments. 


The crackdown, scheduled to 


commence Nov. 1, is all to the 
good. But no one should expect it 
to clear up the welfare problem 
in this area —• or even most of it. 
Only radical legislative changes 
at the federal and state levels 
can do this. Such changes may be 
long in coming. Too many politi- 
cians pretend a compassion they 
don't feel in order to win votes.

volunteer ai my would have no 
way of expanding itself rapidly 
unless it could draft in times of 
national emergency. And there is 
no indication that enough men 
would volunteer, even with high- 
er pay and more benefits. Britain, 
which dropped the draft a few 
years back, has an undermanned 
army as a consequence. 


And, too, a constant i n f l u x of 


draftees brings a certain civilian 
influence info the army, which

self-isolating 


organism. A professional army 
conjures up images of the old 
Junker-run army in (iermany. 


In any case, there needs to he 


more calm deliberation about a 
volunteer army than there has 
been. So far fhe matter has been 
debated largely as a hawk versus 
dove issue instead of what is fhe 
best means of 
defending 
the 


United States. 


The Army intends lo tint itself 


"u a completely volunteer basis 
within a couple of years. Within 
months, the outlook for success 
— or failure — should begin to 
make Itself apparent.
